WATCH OUT — SHOREBIRDS ABOUT! 

Spring is here and beach-nesting birds have started setting up home on sandy 
beaches along the NSW coastline, including area’s popular with 4WDer’s including 
Worimi Conservation Lands (Stockton Beach), Hawks Nest, Old Bar & 

Harrington. Shorebirds such as endangered Pied Oystercatchers and Little Terns lay 
their eggs in shallow scraped-out nests in the sand, their eggs, and chicks 
camouflage so well against the sand they are almost invisible and easy to step on or 
crush. 


Known nest sites may be indicated by fencing or signs. Keep a look out for 
unmarked nests.

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Feathered facts 


- Endangered Little Terns migrate thousands of kilometres from eastern Asia to lay 
their eggs on Australian beaches every summer, usually arriving on NSW beaches 
between September to November. 


- At less than 25cm long, Little Terns are the smallest terns in NSW. 
- They have ‘black caps’ over white feathers with pale-grey wings 


- The breeding population of little terns in NSW has been declining by 2.6% per year 
from 2001 to 2020. 


- Pied Oystercatchers are distinctive, black-and-white shorebirds with pink legs and 
red beaks. Almost always seen in pairs, they live in Australia year-round, and usually 
start nesting in August or September. 


- ‘Oystercatcher’ is bit of a misnomer, as this species eats many other invertebrates 
as well as oysters and other bivalve molluscs. 


Eggs of beach-nesting birds are speckled and blotched to provide camouflage but 
are still at risk of predators both on the ground and from the air. Predators of 
shorebird eggs include foxes, dogs, dingoes, ravens, silver gulls, and goannas. 


Beach-nesting birds lay their eggs in shallow scrapes in the sand, often on 
estuary entrance bars up and down the coast.

Get involved with Frog monitoring in your local waterway! 


The Department of Planning and Environment - Water is partnering with the 
Australian Museum to learn more about the health of our waterways by monitoring 


frog responses to river flows, using the FrogID app. 


Most frog species depend on water to complete their life cycle. This makes them 
great indicators of ecosystem health. Monitoring frogs can help us assess 
outcomes of water sharing plans, the State Water Strategy and other water 
management activities. 


A drop in frog populations can be an early warning sign of environmental stress such 


as pollution, drought or habitat changes. We can use this important data to inform 
the way we manage water resources. 


Frogs are experts at camouflage, so you often hear them before you see them. The 
FroglD app is a fun and easy way to learn more about the incredible frogs living on 
your property, from the Stony Creek Frog to the Giant Banjo Frog, and provide us 
valuable information. 


To get involved, all you need to do is download the FrogID app and use it to record 
the frogs in your local area. Every whistle, bleat, croak and bark can help us make 
informed decisions about conservation and water management ensuring the 
waterways that frogs call home will be around for many generations to come.

New Associations Incorporated Regulation 2022 (NSW) 
A new Regulation* for incorporated associations commenced on 1 September 
2022. This followed a review, public consultation and feedback process earlier this 


year. 


The new Regulation keeps many of the existing rules and introduces some new 
requirements. 


What has changed? 
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The changes include: 


Postal ballots or electronic ballots 

We have made several minor changes to the postal and electronic ballots process. 
This improves flexibility and operational guidance by clarifying the obligations of 
committee members and the returning officer. 


Model constitution 
Changes to the model constitution include: 


e clarifying the obligations of entrance fee payments 

e clarifying the process of filling casual vacancies by the committee 

e allowing associations greater flexibility to conduct business outside of 
meetings. 


We have also made it easier to read and understand. 
Download the new model constitution. 


How does this apply to me? 
If your association used the model constitution before 1 September 2022, then the 
changes will automatically apply. 


If your association has adopted its own constitution which doesn’t cover one or 
more of the required items addressed by the Act**, then the relevant parts of the 
model constitution will apply. 


For information on what you need to include in your constitution, visit our 
online About the constitution page. 


What do I need to do? 
This is a good opportunity for you to review your constitution and decide if it still 
meets the needs of your association. 


If you already use the model constitution, the changes will automatically apply and 
you don't need to do anything more at this time. Download the new model 
constitution. 


If your association wishes to amend its constitution, or to adopt a new constitution it 
can do so by passing a special resolution. Information about this can be found 


online, under the heading How is the constitution changed?

The Associations Incorporation Regulation 2022 was drafted and gazetted following 
public consultation in June—July 2022 with over 733 responses. You can finda 
summary of the consultation on our Have your say/associations page.

NB Voting using the POLL functions of the Zoom platform was investigated but is not 
able to be used due to a number of limitations with the functionality. Pre-poll voting 
was also investigated but deemed to be too difficult to ensure clear processes are 
followed. 


The meeting chair will call for candidates to declare any ‘conflicts of interest’ before 
a position is announced for unopposed positions or a ballot commences for 
contested positions. 


Details of voting process. 


Delegates present at meeting 


e Delegates will vote on the ballot paper supplied if more than one nomination 
from the floor. 

e The ballot paper will state the number of votes that a club is allowed. 

e Sample ballot paper is not attached — | will update ballot from 2020. 

e The ballot paper will be given out to each voting delegate, if an election 
required. 

e Alist of clubs showing their allowed number of votes will be used to ensure 
that the delegate receives the correct number of votes written on the ballot 
paper. 

e When ballot papers are given out that club name will be marked off to ensure 
that only one delegate per club is given a ballot paper. 

e Delegates can vote for only 1 candidate. 

e Ballot papers with the name written of a candidate are valid. 

e Ballot papers with more than one candidate are informal and will not be 
counted. 


Delegates attending on Zoom 


e One ballot will be produced. 

e The ballot paper will not state the number of votes. 

e The ballot paper will be shared with the Zoom attendees. 

e The clubs attending via Zoom will be marked of the list of clubs with the word 
‘ZOOM’. 
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This will ensure that clubs are not able to vote via both ballot paper and 
ZOOM. 

Delegates will need to update their name on ZOOM to include their club. 
Meeting chair will attend ZOOM meeting. 

Delegates will private chat message the meeting chair with their vote. 

If their name DOES NOT include their club name, the vote will be informal. 
Delegates can vote for 1 candidate. 

The meeting chair will complete a ballot paper showing — club name, number of 
votes and name of candidate voted for. 

Delegates that message the name of 1 candidate are valid. 

Delegates voting for more than one candidate are informal and will not be 
counted. 


Counting of votes 


The meeting chair (who will not be holding votes) will hand the meeting back to 
President and with one or two other non-voting attendees go to count the 
votes 

During the counting, President will do a ‘Thank you’ to the Executive not 
standing. 

A tally sheet will be used to count the votes. 

Each of the ‘counters’ will review private chat messages to ensure correct 
ballot papers. 

Each of the ‘counters’ will complete their own tally sheet 

All tally sheets will be checked to ensure they agree 

The tally sheet will be used to total the votes as per number of votes per club. 
Sample Tally sheet is not attached — | will update sheet from 2020. 

The candidate with the most of number of votes will be elected. 

If there is a tie, another vote will be taken with only the candidates that are 
tied. 

If a tie still exists, a name will be drawn to be elected. 


Announcement of result 


The elected candidates will be announced by the meeting chair. 

If a name needs to be drawn, it will be done in front of the meeting. 

The club list, ballot papers and tally sheets will be destroyed by shredding by 
the meeting chair.

The National Parks and Wildlife Service (NPWS) is currently exhibiting a draft plan 
of management for Ku-ring-gai Chase National Park and Lion, Long and Spectacle 
Island Nature Reserves. 
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These parks are located on the northern edge of Sydney, adjoining the Pittwater and 
the lower Hawkesbury River and Broken Bay. 
Key issues addressed in this plan include: 


continuing to engage with local Traditional Owner representatives to fulfil 
aspirations to care for Country, have input into the parks’ management and 
protection of Aboriginal heritage 


committing to future precinct planning to improve the visitor experience at key 
sites and manage growing visitor numbers 

exploring new uses for historic heritage buildings 

improving the visitor experience through upgrades to tracks and trails and 
exploring opportunities for new multi-purpose trails.
